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CHAPTER I. 


General and Political. 
Phy.sical Aspects. 
Situation. 


As has been previously remarked this Stale has been called after 
its capital and the latter has taken its name from the Sanuia Hill, on the 
Western slope of which it stands. 

It is situated in the west of Raiputana between 24°. 20” and 25° 17” 
North Latitude and 72°. lb” and 73°. 10” East Longitude and is bounded 
on the North, North East and West by Marwar, on the East by Mewar, 
idar, and Danta and on the South and South West by Palanpur. The 
extreme length from North to South is about 64 miles and the extreme 
breadth from East to West is about 50 miles. 

The country though fairly open is mostly covered by hills and 
mountains, the chief of which is the well known Mount .Abu, the highest peak 
of which ( Qurushikhar ) rises 5,650 feet above sea level. .Next to Mount 
-Abu are the Arawalli hills between which and the Abu-Sirohi range is 
the narrow valley through which runs the B. B. A: C. I. Railway. 

There is no perennial river in the State. The western Banas, which 
is the only important river, flows during the greater part of the vear. 
it takes its origin from the Sarnua Hills near Baida and Sonvara. 
It flows for 10 miles in a South Westerly -direction as far as Jharoli 
( near Pindwara ) and then turning South West continue.s its course for 
another 40 ntiles through the valley between Mount .Abu and the .Arawalli 
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hills until it enters Palanpur territor}' to lose itself ultimately in the l^unn 
of Cutch, There are several other streams in the country but they run 
drv immediately after the' rains have ceased. 

History. 

“ Sirohi as Colonel Malleson rightly remarks, “ is the one domain 
in I^ajputana which maintained its independence, acknov/ledging the 
suzerainty of neither Mogul, Rathor, nor Marhata. ’’ Claiming common 
descent from the heroes of the Mahabharat, the princely house of Sirohi 
is an offshoot of the same branch, Chauhan, to which the last Hindu 
Emperor of India belonged. Historic pride clings to masses as much as to

The present tov/n of Sirohi 
was founded in 1425 by Rao Sains Mai, who extended his dominions by 
drivinor the Solankis from the tract known as Mai Masfra in the North. The 
first relations between Sirohi and British Government took place in 1823 
when a treaty was concluded with the Britisli Government. 

The Present Ruler.

Abu Road, Pindwara, Rohira and Sheoganj are the chief centres of 
trade. Sirohi despite its beingfar from the Railway Station is also improving 
in its trade.

Abdication of H. M. King 
Edward VIII. 

The year under review witnessed an important event in the Historv 
of the British Empire. On the 10th December 1936, His Majesty Ring 
Edward Vlll renounced the Throne in favour of his younger brother His 
Royal Highness the Duke of York, who ascended the ^ Throne as His 
Majesty Ring George VI. 
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Accession of His Majesty King 
George VI. 

(2) The Proclamation of the K.ing Emperor George VI was read at 
Sirohi at 9 A. M. on the 14th December in the presence of His Highness 
at a Proclamation Parade attended by all armed forces of the State and 
the Boy Scouts, and a royal salute of 101 guns was fired. The day was 
declared a public holiday and sweets were distributed to the school 
children. 


Coronation of His Majesty 
King George VI. 

(3) To commemorate the Coronation day of His Majesty King 
George VI, Emperor of India, ail the offices and schools in the State 
were closed on the 1 2th May and the day was observed as a public holiday. 
At tlie capital a salute of 31 guns was fired and a parade was held at 
8-30 A. M. where His Highness, ‘the Chief Minister, all State Officials and 
the gentry of the town were present. Sweets were distributed to boys and 
girls of the schools all over the State. All the communities offered prayers 
to the Almighty in their respective temples and mosques for His Majesty’s 
long life and prosperous reign. In the evening fire-works were displayed 
and all the State buildings in the towns and the villages which are the 
Tehsils Headquarters were illuminated.

CHAPTER II. 

Finance and Accounts. 

1. Accounts Office. 

Vahitra Punamcliand continued to hold charge of the department, 
as Accounts Officer, throughout the year. 

Revenue receipts. 

The year opened with a balance of l^s. 5,3D0/- in the Treasuries 
and the total demand of the year was Rs. 11,71,742 including Rs. 2,27,374 
arrears of the past year. During the year under report the receipts including 
a loan of Rs. 3,00,000/- aggregated Rs. 11,20,343 as against Rs. 9,48,926 
last year. 

Revenue Expenditure. 

The total expenditure of the State amounted to Rs. 9,80,415 which 
includes a sum of Rs. 44,870/- paid towards past debts leaving a balance of 
Rs. 25,417/- in the Treasury and Rs. 1,19,811 with the Bank of India, 
Bombay and Ahmedabad. 

Liabilities. 

The liability of the State at the end of the last year was 
Rs. 3,54,446 to which was added an amount of Rs. 3 lakhs borrowed during 
the year making a total of Rs. 6,54,446. Rs. 44,870/- was paid during the 
year which left a debt of 6,09,576 outstanding at the close of the year 
under review. 

The details ot gross income and expenditure are given in Appendix 22. 

2. State Treasury. 

The State Treasury remained in charge of Sha Raniram during the 
year under report. 


3. Audit Office. 

(1) The department whose cost amounted to Rs. 2057/- remained under 
the charge of Mr. Manekraj Sanghvi throughout the year. 

(2) The auditing work of the accounts of Devasthan, Court of 
Wards and Zapti Jagirs was taken over by this office and special instructions 
were issued to them for keeping the accounts in future. 

(3) Unauthorised amounts totalling Rs. 5736/- were checked from 
the bills during the course of the year under report. 

(4) In addition to other miscellaneous inspections the accounts of 
all the Tehsils and nmny of the departments were audited during the year 
under review. 
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CHAPTER 111- 
Revenue Departments 
1. Land Revenue Department. 

Nyaya Ratna Lallubhai Desai continued to be the Revenue 
Commissioner throughout the year under report. 

Administration of Land. 

The State covers an area of 1964 square miles. The cultivable 
area including 36,000 acres of grass reserves is 6.70,000 acres of which 
50,000 are under wells. Much of the rest of the area yields kharif crops. 
There are in addition 530,000 acres of hillside and forest. 

The Total number of villages is 514 of which 423 are populated. 
Of these 218 are Rhalsa, 238 Jagir, 25 Devasthan, 8 Dharmada and 
25 Sasan muafi. 

The villages are grouped in 12 Tehsils each of which is under the 
charge of a Tehsildar, who discharges revenue as well as Judicial functions 
and as such he is directly subordinate to the Revenue Commissioner in 
his former capacity and to the District Magistrate of the Division with 
respect to the latter. 


Rainfall and Crops 

The monsoon having generally failed in the preceding year the 
out-turn of the Rabi crop of 1937 was only eight annas in a rupee, but 
the rainfall having been fairly sufficient during the year under report, the 
kharif crop averaged 14 annas in a rupee. 

Grass and fodder. 

To meet the scarcity of grass in the first half of the year owing to 
failure of monsoon last year. 9056 bales of grass were imported from 
Bhilad. Of these 4456 bales were sold at the capital and the various 
depots in the districts leaving a balance of 4600 of which 164 were 
destroyed by rains. The total expenditure on the famine grass operations 
amounted to Rs. 34,275/- of which Rs. 14,386/- was realised by sale of 
grass as stated above. 


Taccavi. 


The total sum advanced to agriculturists as taccavi during the year ’ 
under report amounted to Rs. 13461 of which 3400/- was given for the 
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purchase of seed, f^s. 3799 for the purchase of bullocks and Rs. 6262 for 
maintenance of the borrowers and their families. 

The general condition of cattle remained satisfactory throughout the 
year. The prices of foodstuffs remained normal and the demand for labour 
■having been fair the rates of wages were also normal. 

Irrigation. 

(1) The total number of wells during the year under report was 
.'5621 of which 4096 were in working order. 

(2) Sanctions for sinking 71 new wells and deepening or repairing 
187 of the .already existing ones were accorded. In addition to these 23 
wells irrigating an area of 994 bhigas were sanctioned to be sunk and 
ibuilt on chhutmel system.

Mohd. Zaferul Hasan, B. A., LL. B., ( Advocate ) continued to hold 
charge of the department as Forest Superintendent throughout the year. 

There are large areas of forests in this State but there is no valuable 
timber. The wood from the jungle is chiefly used by the cultivating classes 
for the preparation of ploughs, Persian wheels, agricultural implements and 
huts and for such other minor purposes. 

The other principal forest products are grass, bamboo, honey and 
wax which are exploited on the contract system.

The expenditure during the year was Rs. 14,576 against Rs. 1-5,310 
in the previous 3 ’’ear. 
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4. Excise Department. 

!t is 29 years ago that the Madras system was introduced in this 
State. Mr. Ram Prasad jaiswal was in charge of the Department throughout 
the year. 

riiere is a Central Distillery at Abu Road with three depots at Sirohi, 
Pindwara and Reodar. The work of the Excise Department is divided into 
4 circles, the depots being in charge of Darogas and the Central Distillery 
under the Excise Superintendent assisted by a Daroga. 

The number of foreign and country liquor shops in the State during 
the year under report was 6 and 66 respectively while those for the sale 
of methylated spirit were 9 making a total of 81 against 77 in the preceding 
year.

Above all the Courts of law is the Mehkma Khas, or the Court of 
His Highness the Maharao Saheb Bahadur who is the fountain-head of 
justice. It is the Highest Court of Appeal in all matters-Judicial, Revenue 
and executive.

Highness continued to be in charge of this Court throughout the year. 

( 2 ) Chief Court. 

On the Civil side, the Chief Court has power to try original civil 
suits of the value of over Rs. 5000 and to hear appeals from the decrees of 
the Civil Judge. On the Criminal side it has the powers of a Court of 
Sessions. All appeals against convictions by the District Magistrates lie to 
this Court. 

Mr. Prataprai C. Desai, B. A., LL. B. continued to be the Chief 
Judge during the year under report. 
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(3) District Magistrates” Courts. 

There is a District Magistrate and Civil Judge’s Court for each of 
the two divisions-Eastern and Western- of the State with headquarters at 
Abu Road and Sirohi. On the Civil side these Courts have original juris- 
diction in suits of the value of Rs. 301 to Rs. 5000 and they hear appeals 

from the decrees of the Tehsildars’and Thikana Courts. On the Criminal side 
the District iMagistrates also exercise the power of hearing appeals against 
the conviction^ by the Tehsildars and Thikana Courts. 

During the year under report Mr. A. T. Doshi, B. A., LL. B , and 
Mr. Q. S. Apte, M. A., LL.

2 . MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 
Medical Institutions. 

Vaid 3 'a Ratna Dr. R. D. Shirali, L. M. & S. continued to be in 
charge of the Medical Department of ihe state as Chief Medical Officer 
throughout the year. 

As reported last year, the Medical Institutions are one Hospital at 
the capital and four dispensaries in the districts, at Abu Road, Sheoganj, 
Mandar and Kai^ndri whicii have proved ver}’^ popular. 

Due to the munificence of a local philanthropist one more ward for 
indoor patients of the scheduled classes was constructed at the Ralandri 
dispensary during the year under report. 

Tlte Zenana Hospital is being well attended by the citizens of the 
capital and the public of the districts. 6054 outdoor and 97 indoor patients 
were treated and 201 surgical operations performed during the year under 
report. 

During the year under report 75936 outdoor and 389 indoor patients 
were treated as against 66139 and 419 respectively in the preceding year in 
the various dispensaries and the State Hospitals, which gives 536.55 as the 
daily average of the in-and out-door patients. 3206 surgical operations were 
performed during ihe year. 



Crosthwalte Hospital. 

riie number of outdoor patients treated at the Crosthwaite Hospital 
increased from 17,910 to 21,798 while that of indoor .patients decreased from 
174 to 166. 

The daily average of indoor and outdoor patients was 165.02. 


Surgical Section. 

The number of operations performed came to 1235 during the year 
under report. 


Rabies. 

There were 8 cases of bites by rabid dogs. Half of them were 
treated at the Abu Road centre and the other half at Sirohi. 

Vaccination. 

The number of primary vaccinations performed during the year was 
5187 with a reported percentage success of 96.63. The average cost of each 
successful vaccination was 4 annas and 1 pie. 

Expenditure. 

The total expenditure of this Department which included Rs. 1289 
for vaccination amounted to Rs. 29,717 against Rs. 31,697 in the preceding 
year.

3. EDUCATION DEPARTMENT, 

c 

Mr. M. N Ziitshi, B. A. was in charge of the Department throughout 
the year under report. 

General. 

The nine schools continued to be maintained by the State. Consequent 
on the retrocession of Erinpura to this State the vernacular school' 
at Erinpura vdiich was thenceforth designated as the Darbar Vernacular 
School was put under the charge of the Education Department. The total 
expenditure on these 10 schools came to Rs. 22,299 against R.-^. 21,105 of 
the last year; and the total number of scholars in them was 1001 against 
890 of the last year. The daily average attendance of the pupils during the 
year under report was 740.32 against 669.56 in the previous year. 

Colvin High School Sirohi 

Introduction of the scheme of Physical Training combined witli a 
daily gram feed and the institution of the system of incremental grades of 
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pay for the staff were the events of outstanding importance for the school, 
f o relieve the younger scholars from the tedium of purely literary courses 
flower making and knitting were prescribed as compulsory subjects for the 
first three classes. Attempts were continued to organize teaching on modern 
lines fay cla.^s inspections, by increasing the number of terminal examinations, 
and by arranging a supply of stationery of the right kind to the boys. 

To accomodate the swelling number of scholars an upper storey on 
the main building was built at a cost of about Rs. 12,000. 

Of the 12 boys who appeared for the High School Examination of 
the year 8 passed, two secured distinction one in mathematics and the other 
in Sanskrit. 


MofussII Schools. 

While at Abu Road and Pindwara schools, signs of wide awakening 
were manifest, Rohera retrogressed badly as its muster rolls fell to 28 only, 
the lowest figure in the history of the school. Fortunately this drop has 
proved only temporary. 

Vernacular schools at Sirohf. 

Both the Darbar Vernacular School and the Girls’ school maintained 
iheir standards of satisfactory progress. 

The Girassla Schools. 

There was some improvement in their numbers, and daily attendance. 
Regular systematic teaching was more in evidence. 

4 . MUNICIPALITIES. 

Introduction. 

A Municipal Committee was first established at the capital in November 
1921, the members being all nominated by the Darbar. In January 1923 the 
Abu Road Municipality was constituted. Both of them have a majority of 
non-official members on the Board, who are nominated by the State on 
the recommendations of the principal communities in the case of Sirohi. 

I. SIROHI MUNICIPALITY. 

Populatlon-7728. 

Constitution 

The board consisted of 13 members excluding the President as in the 
preceding vear. 7 out of 13 were representatives of the various communities 
and the rest were ex-officio members. There were four Sub-Committees viz. 

(1) Moka (Site inspection) Committee. 

(2) Light Committee. 
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(*3) Encroachments Committee, 

& (4) Rules Committee. 

Board meetings, and cases 

During the year under report 10 meetings of the Board were held 
cind 12 cases disposed of leaving none pending at the close of the year. 

Road lights. 

At the commencement of the year under report there were 1 17 electric 
lamps and 45 kerosene lamps. At the close of the year electric lamps increased 
to 1.37 whilst the kerosene ones were reduced to 32. 

Vital statistics 

The number of births registered during the year under review was 
190 as against 230 in the previous year, while the number of deaths recorded 
during the year was 103 as against 99 in the preceding year. 

Water Supply 

Both the Silver Jubilee wells worked well during the year under report. 

Receipts & Expenditure. 

During the year the actual receipts were only Rs. 92 while the expenditure 
amounted to Rs 11,647. Nearly the whole of the expenditure was thus met 
from the revenues of the State. 

Establishment. 

The Municipal Secretary is the Chief Executive authority of the Municipal 
Board, the health Officer being incharge of sanitation in the town. 

3 . ABU ROAD MUNICIPALITY, 

Established in 1923. 

Constitution. 

The Board consisted of 14 members, including the District Magistmte 
as President and 4 other ex— officio members, while the remaining 9 were 
non-official representative members. 

Board meetings & cases. 

During the year under report the Board held 4 meetings and 33 cases 
were instituted of which 30 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 3 cases 
at the close of the year. 

Road lights. 

Durif.g the year under report the number of road lights was 57 the 
same as last year. 
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Construction of road. 

Besides other ordinary works a road from the chhotalal Dahyabhai’s 
lane to Hagiani Chawl was constructed at a cost of I^s. 405 during the year 
under review.

!63 as against 175 in the previous year, while the number of deaths recorded 
during the year was 121 as against 90 in the preceding year.

Besides receiving for record the files and registers from various 
departments, as many as 673 references were traced out from the record and 
the connected flies sent to the offices that had requisitioned for the same during 
the year under report.

The Sarup Press worked well during the year and had a greater 
despatch of work in comparison with that of the last year.

The usual fair of Bamanwadji held in the month of Falgun (March) 
had a good attendance. People had also assembled largely in the Ootamji 
and Rishikesh fairs.
